SMALL POX HERE

Three Cases Among Immigrants at
Quarantine Staion.

CASES SHROUDED IN MYSTERY

Fraud Practiced by Agents
in Japan.

Men and Women in Bad Condition.
Cases Supposed to Have Beean
Concealed on Ship Board

Confternation filled the breasts of
the guards at quu‘mullne station ves-
terday when it was discovered that
two of the Japanese immigrants by the
Kinai Maru, which arrived on Satur-
day, bad smallpox. The discoverey
was made by Jack McVeigh when he
made his rouls vesterday morning.
Incidentally, it may be said that this
is the sixth time since Mr. McVeigh
has been at the station that he has
found this dread disease among im-
migrants.

The first discovery, yesterdny, was
made at 6:30 in the morning, when
Mr. MeVelgh was making the firet in-
pection for the day, which began uat
b o'clack. Dr. Day was called, and
confirmed Mr, McVeigh's report. At
noonn he discovered another case, equn)
in every respect to the others. The
patients were promptly removed to the
hospital and additional guards sent out
to keop the healthy immigrants {rom
ming near the hospital. It is not ox-
petted that any more cases will ocenr
for two or three days, and as none of

Maru have Ieft the station, it is not

ippearunce anywhere in the ¢lty
The circumstances connection with
thia outbreak of smallpox baffles the
theorists as well as the physicians,
and is contrary to all the reports re-
girding period of incubation, provid-
e, however, the reporis of the officers
of the vessel are correct. The period
of guarantine in Hooolulu 15 set at 18
days, or two days more than the max-
imum limit of incubation, the average
time being from 10 to 14 days,
According to the consular reporis
the immigrants were in quarantine
14 days before leaving Japan and the
vessel was 20 days en route, making
it in all 23 days from the time the
gienmer left an Infected port until
the digease mnade its appearanee. The
ship's papers show that there was no
slekness on the steamer ufter she left
Jajn and the number of passengers
corresponds with the list, with one ex-
ception, that of a man who is reporten
ns having been killed by falling down
4 hatch, striking on the back of his
head.
